get 5,000 food calories per day as 
against 1,300 for w ork ers in the 
rest of A ustria.

w ork ers 
don’t k now is that their extra 
wages come out of the A ustrian 
treasury 
and

W hat happens is that the 
Russians collect extra occupation 
costs from the A ustrian govern­ 
m ent and use the money to pay 
off their factory w ork ers.

thank s to the stupidity of UNRRA 
and our French and Briti h allies.

H ere is the inside story of how 
this happens: 
Last w inter, G en­ 
eral Clark had been feeding the 
A ustrians in the Am erican zone 
their full calory ration but the 
French were falling behind and 
w anted UNRRA to relieve them of 
the

though having considerable food 
on hand proposed selling it to 
UNRRA and letting UNRRA dis­ 
tribute it in the B ritish zone. This 
m ent, of course, that Uncle Sam 
w ould pay 70 per cent of the cost 
sinze 70 per cent of UNRRA’s cost 
is borne by the United States. 
All of this played right into the 
Russian hands, as A ustria’s richest 
farm lands are in their zone. The 
Reds should have sent food into 
other areas. Instead, they w ere 
using it to teed the R**d arm y 
and w hen UNRRA took over all 
feeding, the Russians sim ply had 
a field day.

These are some of the problem s 
in that part of Europe w here de­
